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CLASS  HISTORY 

One  September  morning  in  1931,  some  two  hundred  Freshmen  cau¬ 
tiously  negotiated  the  portals  of  the  Alma  Mater;  with  visions  of  very 
wet  drinking  fountains  dwelling  in  their  limited  minds.  Such  was  the 
unprepossessing  entrance  of  the  Class  of  1935  into  Bloomfield  High 
School. 

Mr.  Edson  J.  Lawrence  was  selected  as  class  adviser,  and  soon  set 
things  going.  He  gave  an  interesting  party  for  our  parents  in  the  fall  of 
’31,  the  outstanding  events  of  which  were  Mr.  Poole’s  speech,  and  re¬ 
freshments.  (The  former  interesting  the  parents  and  the  latter,  the 
students,  thus  typifying  Mr.  Lawrence’s  finesse  in  his  official  capacity.) 
We  also  gave  a  well-received  dance  in  the  boys’  gym  later  in  the  term. 

In  September,  1932,  having  acceded  to  the  estate  of  Sophomores, 
we  immediately  decided  to  have  a  stationery  sale,  which  later  turned 
out  to  be  very  profitable.  We  conducted  the  usual  class  dance  in  the 
boys’  gym,  and  it  was  carried  out  successfully. 

During  the  year  of  1933,  as  juniors,  we  planned  and  carried  out  suc¬ 
cessfully  several  interesting  enterprises.  The  first  of  these  was  a  class 
leaflet,  “The  Spectator”,  published  weekly  for  the  purpose  of  informing 
members  of  current  class  activities.  Next  on  the  calendar  came  our 
Junior  Promenade. 

This  was  indeed,  a  noteworthy  event,  being  given  outside  the  school, 
and  thus  setting  a  precedent.  This  social  highlight  of  the  year  was  given 

in  the  spacious  ballroom  of  the  Glen  Ridge 
Women’s  Club.  Ken  Smith’s  orchestra  provided 
delightful  music,  and  the  parents  of  members 
of  the  class  attended  as  patrons.  The  Com¬ 
mittee,  largely  responsible  for  the  success  of 
the  dance,  was  headed  by  Richard  Perrine  as 
chairman. 

In  the  spring,  a  generous  profit  appeared 
on  the  class  records  from  the  sale  of  identifi¬ 
cation  bracelets,  which  were  distributed  by 
Eugenie  Euvrard,  to  whom  we  owe  much  for 
her  contributions  to  the  class. 

At  the  opening  of  our  Senior  year,  we 
held  a  class  meeting  at  which  prevailing  ques¬ 
tions  were  discussed,  and  class  officers  elected. 
Jack  Oldershaw  was  re-elected  president  for 
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his  fourth  consecutive  term,  an  honor  gained  by  few  students  of  this 
High  School. 

Our  play,  entitled  “A  Full  House”,  was  given  on  November  9  and  10. 
The  spirit  in  which  it  was  received  is  typified  by  the  following  review 
published  in  the  Independent  Press. 

“The  Senior  B.  Class  of  Bloomfield  High  School  presented  its  senior 
play,  “A  Full  House”,  a  three  act  comedy  by  Fred  Jackson,  in  the  High 
School  auditorium  on  Friday  and  Saturday  nights.  The  large  auditorium 
was  filled  almost  to  capacity  on  Friday  evening,  when  the  reviewer  at¬ 
tended  the  play,  and  a  large  audience  was  present  on  Saturday,  also.

Jack  Ayre,  Robert  Mans¬ 
field  and  John  Durgom,  as  three  policemen  of  the  dumber  variety,  did 
much  to  enliven  proceedings  and  were  well  received  by  enthusiastic 
groups  in  the  audience.  Alfred  Larson  gave  a  convincing  portrayal  of 
the  only  son  of  a  wealthy  mother,  whose  awkward  and  amusing  efforts 
to  propose  to  Daphne  Charters,  played  by  Wilma  Brosch,  are  finally 
crowned  with  success.  Shirley  Bongartz,  as  Vera  Vernon,  a  show-girl 
with  whom  Ned,  the  aforesaid  scion  of  the  wealthy  family,  is  entangled, 
gave  not  only  an  excellent  portrayal  of  the  hard-boiled  “chorine”,  but 
also  a  first-class  demonstration  of  wrestling  ability  in  her  tussle  with 
Ned  and  George  Howell,  Ned’s  friend,  whose  part  was  ably  taken  by 
Walter  Quackenbush.

Lack  of  experience  and  a  muddy  field  conspired  against  our 
hopes  for  a  victory,  in  the  Garfield  game  and  we  lost  6-0. 

Bloomfield  then  hit  her  stride  and  continued  unbeaten  until  the  Mont¬ 
clair  game.  Montclair  had  a  very  good  team  but  a  13-0  victory  proved  the 
way  to  a  sectional  title  and  our  challenge  to  Collingswood  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Section  for  the  mythical  championship.  The  game  was  arranged  for 
Dec.  8,  a  day  which  greeted  us  with  zero  weather.  Tony  Grigonis  scored 
twice  and  these  tallies  gave  Bloomfield  a  14-7  victory.  The  Associated 
Press  voted  the  Bengals  “Champion  of  Champions".  All  in  all,  it  was  a 
truly  remarkable  season.
